That godlineſle is placed, not in outs 


warde ſhewe and titles, but in ſound⸗ 
neſſe of life , and innacencie of man ⸗ 
ners. That it is an ill thing with 
mouth and tongue onelye to wozſhippe 
G O D. and to gpuc dure mynde and 
ſoule to (wozſhippe)the Deuill, and to 
diſagree from Jdolatozs , not in lite any 
manners, but in wozves and pꝛokeſ⸗ 
ſion (onely.) And becauſe they hadde de» 
parted from the moſte aunclente Oz⸗ 


- dinaunces aud. lawes of their fozefa« 


thers, and that they being but a few 
had ſtirred all kinde of menne agaynſte 
them , hee warneth them that they 


vet woulde in all kynde of duetyes pꝛa⸗ 


ctyle charitie amang themſelues , one 


towarde another , leaſte they. ſhoulde 


bee deupded at aup tyme by any dil⸗ 
ſeutian of myndez oz ſtupyes . That 
this is onelye the token of Jeſus 
Chziſte, whereby the bondeſfaues of 
the Deuill maye bee knowne from 
the Chilozen of GOD , That ſa ic 
ſhall come to paſſe ſhoztelye „ that

all the whole wozlve ſhall imbzace the f. 
Goſpell and the heauenly doctrine, any , 


that the enemics and the haters of the 
croſſe of Chʒiſt, whome godlines couldt 
not moue, map though ſhame be ouer⸗ 
come, and returne to themſelues ; Ard 
the Biſhops her warneth that in thoſe 
inoſte harde ti. nes, they ſee to their office 
with all diligence and care, and that they 
looke about them diligently that y Con⸗ 
gregation take noharme, And that it is 
not a ſpoʒting matter, but a very greatt 
burthen that they haue taken vpd them. 
And therkoꝛe if they pꝛeache at any time 
to the people, that they ſpeake as the 
woꝛdes of God, and that they ſo behaue 
themſelues, that others which heare thk, 
may thinke that they heare not men, but 
the meſſengers and interpzeters of the 
woꝛd of G O D. This is the poztion of 
ſcripture that J iudged molt fit fox this 
time and place. Foz becauſe thereſoze

that partely we are entred into the holy 


miniſterie, æ partly, as J hope, we haue 
alreadie directed the courſe of our ſtu⸗ 


dies ts that point, we ſhall be taughte in 


this place, how this heauenly office is to 
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be garniſhed, that our laboz may in time 
to come be very p2oficable to the churthe 
m of God, and the holy Goſpell bee moſte 
largely ſpzeav abzoade . But that this 
may be done the moxk ozderlye,and lcaſle 
J ſhould wander oz go out dk courſe in 
my ſpeaking, IJ thinke it good to touche 
theſe thꝛee popntes in few woꝛds: Firſt, 
That a Pꝛeacher ſhould ſpeake: ſeconds 
lye, Chat he ſhoulde ſpeake: Thirdlp, 
How he ſhould ſpeake : chat it maye bee 
vnderſtanded. Firſt, that hee is (cantly a 
good pꝛeacher, which neuer ſpeaketh a⸗ 
ny thing to the Congregation, ſeconvly, 
that a Pꝛeacher muſt ſet fozch vnto the 
people, not old wiues fables, but) woꝛde 
of God, and laſt of al that that ſame woꝛd 
of God mult be handled reuerently, and 
woꝛthilye, accozding to the vinnitie of 
the matter . But thar Gov almightpe 
woulde lighten all pour hartes aud my 
voice with his boly ſpirite, and that ſome 
fruite may come hereof vnto vs all, J des 
ſire of you that you wil helpe my weake- 
neſſe with pour denoute pꝛapers.

Colledges . Ye ſhall giue thankes vnto 
God almightie, foz Ring Henry the ſe⸗ 
tenth and Henry the eight, Rings of no⸗ 
ble memozie,foz Pumfrey Duke of Glo* 
ceſter, cc. that of his infinite goodnelle 
he hath kindled thoſe lightes to the nous 
riſhing of good letters and ſp2eading as 
boade of Religion: And ye ſhall pꝛape 
that it woulde pleaſe him to raiſe vp o⸗ 
thers hereafcer like vnto theſe, t to ga⸗ 
ther vs all to their ſocietie into the bo⸗ 
ſome of Abzaham.

Let him that ſpeaketh ſpeake as che

Th we beolde the light that we haue 
eſeaped out dt bondage, that wee are ac. 
cbunted, and be, the lonnes ok God, all 
that (J ſaye) wee owe vnto the pꝛeaching 
ok the woꝛde of God . Let vs not deceaue 
our ſelues bzethꝛen, let vs ndt deceaue 
our ſelues. Dur matters are not fo firms 
ly eſtabliſhed, that they cannot fall. Ex⸗ 
cept we take heede, excepte we looke a⸗ 
bout, except we put to ſfudic & diligence, 
all thinges will taſily ſlide and fall into 
their fozmer eſtate.

God would not baue vs idle bellies, 
but hee woulde haue vs both bee inter* 
pꝛeters ofhis minde, miniſters of Jeſus 
Chaiffe, Atturnepes of rhe people beloze 
the Lozde of Sabaoth , rhe lighte of 
wozlde,ſalce, Angels, and the lonnes of 
GOD, and loco bee called: And we 
are appoynted to gouerne, not dumme 
Cattell, not wylde Beaſtes, but the 
flocke of the Lozde , but the ſonnes of 
G DD, but the bꝛethzen of Chziſt.

05 
gods were not then atcozving to the nũ⸗ 
ber ok our cities, but they wete as * | 
as we had ſtreats, vea almblt hdnfts, So 
were all thinges vtterly out ol frame, foz 
that religion depended not on the wozde 
of God. but onthe wil ol man. Theſe hoz⸗ 
rible cales, bꝛetheten max warn vs, that

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we neuer vnaduiſedlye departe from the 


woof God. And thertof it is that al the 
ſtriptures doe mooue vs ſo often e ſo dis 
ligently, that we neither ad any thing to 
the wozd of God, noz take ought therkrõ, 
no? that we bow to the right hand o2 the 
left. either would the Loꝛd p we ſhold 
de Pinces and Judges, but meſſengers 


e minitters of his wozve, Foz locke what 


ſerueth to dur ſaluation, & vnto godlines 
al that hath God himſelk ſet downe in his 
laweg. Foz the holy ſeriptute, as Paule 
— by God, is pꝛofitable to do⸗ 
terine Ls tepꝛoue, to toꝛrectiõ, to inſtruc⸗ 
tion, the man of God map be perkect, in 
ſcruttebts euery gosd woꝛk: p the man ol 
Bo ſüich he mex be perfect d ſound, x as 
far as is requiſite either to govlineſſe- oz 
manera p he ſold in euery reſpettbe per 
fectly furniſhed : F nom J pꝛap pon what 
ſhold God his embaſſadoz bꝛing fozth vn⸗ 
to god his people, rather then the woꝛd of 
God? He that is an-Embaſſadoy in ciuile 
affairs,if perhaps he ſay any thing beſive 
which is cõmaunded him, he is accuſey 
that he hath not don his embaſſave right- 
Iy,ho is called to his trial. be is araigned 
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vpon life and peath, and why doe not wt 
with like fivilitie handle the wozde of 
God ? But too too, good God, too too ſe! 
cure a mynd, my hzethzen,too too ſecure 
a mynd be wee of. And as though men as 
lane could not be peceaued, ſo do we holy 
ſo doe we defende that alonely, which is 
come from our fozefathers. There were 
among the Jewes manpe Purtyerers, 
theeues and adulterers, and pet did not 
Cbꝛiſte enuey eyther moze often oz moze 
biccerlye againſte any than againſte the 
Vharilcis & Scribes, you bzeake, ſapth 
he the commaundement of God {oz pour 
owne traditions, Jn vayne poe-you-woze 
ſhip. me, teaching doctrines and the pꝛe⸗ 
ceptes of men, They ars blind guides of 
the blinde. Parlots and ſinners ſhall goe 
into the kingdome of God beloze vou. 
wow often, and with what wozdes doeth 
the Lode in the Pꝛophets complayn of 
this? Be aftoniſhed pee Peauens, ſaith 
be, My people haue done two euils, they 
baue fopſaken me the fountayne of liuing 
water, and haue digged vnto themſelues 
bꝛoken Ceſternes, which canne holde no 

waters, What is chaffe compared witz 
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Mheate ? what is the raſhneſſe of men 
compared with the eternall will of God? 
Foz Baſill doth ſap, that that man, which 
dareth put to oꝛ take away any thing [rd 
the ſcriptures of God, is eyther a feeble 
Chꝛiſtian.oꝛ a notable arrogant fcllowe, 
Co put to the woꝛd of God the inuenti⸗ 
ons of men, what other thing may it 
ſeeme, thã to mingle new wine, not with 
olde wine, but with wine that is dende, 
and with lees 02 dꝛegges? and to ioyne 


light with varkeneſſe, a wilde beaſt with 


a man, a man with God ? My thoughtes 
are not pour thoughts,noz my ways are 
not your wayes , ſapeth the Loꝛde: fo 
looke how farre the heauen is from the 
earth, ſo farre are my wayes from pour 
wayes , and mp thoughtes from pour 
thoughtes. Nap rather looke how farre 
a man is diſkaunt from God, ſo farre is 
the vnderſtanding of man diſtaunte from 
the woꝛd of God. | 

Foz although very much by the iudge⸗ 
ment of all men is to be g iuen to the Fas 
thers, yet were they men, and alſo might 


erre, Truelpe, to ſpeake nothing elſe of 


them, they did ofcentines veryeill agee

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mong themſelues, about verpe great and 

weighty matters. But the wozd ol god is 

ſure, firme. certayn, & appointed fo e⸗ 

uery time. Peter would haue this kind ol 

learning to be deliuered vnto 5 people in 

a ſermõ. And he p wil haue doings (her in) 

with the people, mult firſt bee inſtructed 

bimſclfe with the wow of God, $ he may 

vtter the wow as inſpired with an heaut⸗ 

Ipe power. O ik Peter were nowe aliue. 

What would he ſap, oz rather what woly 

be not ſay,ſeing that religion, godlineſſe, 

the ſcriptures, are all paſſed into the in⸗ 

uecntions & dꝛeames ofmen * N hat is on⸗ 
Ip in queſtion at theſe dapes, whether the 

cuſtomes of mt are rather to be retained, 
02 » lawes of God: That alone hath mo⸗ 
ued theſe turmoiles, that hath ſtirred the 
whole wozld,whecher moze credite is to 
be giuen vnto a man. oʒ vnto god. J know 
Þ thele thinges ſeeme new to the moſt of 
vou, c not to be beleued:but put fro vou. 
beſeech pou, pour affectivs,& þ opinion of 
things which pou haue alredy cdceined,# 
pou ſhal well perceaue, ) J faine nothing 
fo2 the times ſake, but that I ſpeake the 
ching it ſelb Chzilt hath ozdeined pts 
g 
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Communion in remembꝛaunce of him“ 
ſelle: men doe neither retapne anye re* 
membzance of Chziſt, noz yet Comunio, 
but haue chaunged all the whole matter 
into a gay ſhew, and almoſt a ſtage play, 
Chꝛiſt ſapth, Yee ſhall haue the pooze al⸗ 
wayes with pou, but me pe ſhal not haue 
al waits, I leauc the wozld and go to my 
kather: It is expedient foꝛ you that J go 
awap: and Chziſt ſpake this, not ok his 
Godhead, wherewith he was equal to the 
father, oz of his heauenlye nature, but of 
his body: Men ſape, that Chꝛiſte nepther 
bath with his body left the woꝛld, noꝛ pet 
gone from hence to his father. Paul ſaith 
that Chyiſt is in heauen at the right hand 
of the father. Peter ſayth in the Actes of 
the Apoſtles, Heauen mult hold him vntil 
the time that al things are reſtoꝛed: Men 
ſay, That the body ok Chziſt is in heauen 
and in earth both at once, and is diſpears 
ced into an infinite multitude of places at 
one time. Paule ſaith,y Chʒiſt hath once 
entred into the holy places, & hath with 
one only ſacrifice, one oblatiõ, made per 
fect al things: Men ſap, that they can ſas 
crifice chꝛiſt hinlelf again euery day, not

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only fo) remembꝛaunce ſake,but in very 
deede, and that in infinite places, Chziſte- 
ſapth, Thou ſhale wozſhipthe Lozde thy 
God, and him only ſhalt thou ſerue: Men 
wozſhip the Euchariſt, alack the while, 
being neyther Loꝛd noz God, but a ſacra* 
ment ofthe Lozde, without authozitie of 
the ſcriptures, oz exapleof the Apoſtles, 
and that as God. Foz, by the lining God 
I beſceche you, conſider in your mpndes 
bretheren, who euer, Jwill not ape of 
the Apoſtles;but of the holy fathers hath 
either wozſhipped the Sacrament hims 
ſelfe,o2 hath ſhewed it fozth to bee woz* 
tipped ofothers ? J ſec that J ſpeake 
theſe things not befoze the comon ſozt of 
men, but befoze them who are pzofounds 
Iy learned, J appeale to ail pour conſci⸗ 
ences, J will vſe in this matter youre 
owne teſtimonie. Chziſt hath commaun⸗ 
ded p Sacramft to be deliuered whole: 
Men haue tozne the ſame after a miſeras 
ble maner , Chyift willed that nothing 
ſhoulde bee added to his lawe: Men doe 
not only adde many thinges, but 5 ſame 
they pꝛeferre befoze the wozde of God. 


But why ſhoulde J recken vp moze ? 
* n 
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This onely will J ſpeake, and that in a 
woꝛde, they whiche bzꝛoughte in tranſub⸗ 
ſtantiations, maſſes, calling vpon ſaints, 
ſole life, purgatozie, images, vowes, 
trifles,follies,bables, into the Churche 
of God, hane deliuered new thinges, and 
whiche the ſcriptures neuer hearde ok. 
Mhatſocuer they crie oz crake , they 
bing not a iote out of che woꝛzde of God, 
And theſe, as J haue ſapd, are the things 
wherewith the Church of Eod at theſe 
dayes are diſquieted. Uppon theſe lieth 
the watche and warde bf the Churche. 
Cheſe they honour in ſteede of the ſcrip⸗ 
tures , and foꝛce them to the people in 
ſteede of the woe ol God: vppon theſe : 


men ſuppole their ſaluatio, & the ſumme 


of religion to be grounded. And p which 
is much moꝛe greuous, notwithſtanding 
at this pꝛeſent by the great goodneſſe of 
God, religion is reſtozed almoſt to her 
fkozmer dignitie and light, yet pooze and 
pitiful ſoules they ſet great ſtoꝛe by theſe 
thinges, thep to them againe,and teache 
them, as though without thẽ the Church 
could not be in ſafetie. O if the woꝛde of 
the Lozde might be heard, among ſo mas 
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many clamours, and in ſo great a hurlye we 


burly. Af we would ſuffer God himſelfe, 
to ſitte as iudge in his own caſe, the mats 
ter woulde bee paſſed ouer with lefle tu⸗ 
multe a greate deale , and moge caſilye 
mighte wee agree about the whole mats 
ter. Wherefoze ik all the wozſhip of 
G O D, all godlineſſe, all religion, bee 
to bee ſought out of the wo ol G O D, 
If the inſtitutions of men, haue milerab⸗ 
ly peruerted all thinges in all times, let 
vs, my bꝛetheren, vnto whome the office 
of teaching is alotted, conſider how dan⸗ 
gerous a thing it is to ſpeake moze: and 
lette all, who will be, and wil haue them⸗ 
ſelues accounted to bee Chꝛiſtians, re- 
member how daungerous a thing it is to 
belteue moꝛe. And il there bee anye of 
this whole number , whiche bath giuen 
himſelfe to anye other kinde of life, pet 
let him conſider that theſe things belong 
vnto him. ſo that if he neither can, noꝛ wil 
teach, yet let him diligentlye and atten ·

tiuely, heare him that ſpeaketh, and giue 


God thankes » he hath happened on thoſe 
times, in whiche he maye heare the woꝛd 
of God frecly and purely, Let vs not bee 
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1 weddew to much to our own wit, let va 
le, not be wedded too much to the Fathers # 
at · ſozfathers. Let vs not vnadniſedly think 
cu that men are ſoluckily boꝛne. that what 
Ye ſoeuer they ſap, they cannot crre. When 
t weſhallbee placed before that dꝛeadfull 
of iudgement leate, when all thinges ſhall 
e burne,and the Angels of God ſhall trem⸗ 
„ ble, to what Fathers, to what decrees of 
» our fozefathers, ſhall we wetches than 
t appeale? Me ſhall than haue refuge to 
> Chuiſt alone, chan ſhall wee vle the ayde 
* andwoweofChailt alone. Thercfozelec 
vs not be of ſo ſecure a minde in ſs great 
a matter. Dur life, our ſoule, our ſaluati⸗ 
on is the thing in hande. The heauenlye 
father offreth himſelfe vnto vs, and or 
his own accoꝛd meeteth vs, Jeſus Chyilk 
crieth out, and calleth cuery one of vs: 
Come vntomee all pee whiche are grees 
ued and J will refreſh you, How blind be 
we if we ſee not, howe blockiſh if we vn⸗ 
derſtande not, bow miſerabje if we runne 
from this: Where ſhall the woꝛde of 
Cbꝛiſt be heard, if it cannot bee hearde 
among Chziſtians 2 Ik it cannot bee 
heard among Chziſtians where ſhall 8

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” is be heard? Let vs once pet open, b2ethe' far 
8 ren, let vs open our eyes, that it may mnt] in 
N be ſpoken againſt our ſtubboꝛneſſe, ther 

foze pou heare not, becauſe pou bee not of 

God: and that that ſaping of Eſapas be 

not conuentently applied againſt vs, The 

hart of this people is waren grolle, and & 

they haue hardlyheard with their eares, 5

The 
wozde of the Lozd : Foz the Jewes and 
Turkes and falſe P2ophets doe ſo, they 
al crie out that Chꝛiſt is theirs,and they 
all reftraine true religion(as belonging) 
vnto themlelues . The Phariſeis and 
Scribes of thele dayes, when they cons 
firme their owne inuentions, and referre 
all chinges tothe Apoſtles as their aus 
thozs,aud doe-weelke the woꝛde of God, 
pet doe they crie nothing eyther oftener, 
02 moze impoꝛtunately. than, The woꝛde 
of che Lozd, But Chꝛiſt hatt not taught 
diſſimulation and hipocriſie. Mee rather 
teacheth this, that Paſteuxes mape haue 
in minde that they reyꝛeſente the perſon 
of Chꝛiſt: Þ thep being induced thꝛough 
the greatneſfe and mozthineſſe of ÿ thing 
it ſelfe, may ſo reuerently do thetr office, 
that all men map perceane , that it is a 
beauenly buſineſle whiche they haue tas 
ken vpon them. Foz the image of God I 
himſelfe mult ſhine in him that is the mi⸗ ; 
niſter of God. And if the Apoltles hadde | 
not ſo vſed themſelues, they had neuer

were taunted, theytaunted not agayne, li 
when they were condemned to Pꝛiſons, t 
and Fyers ,- they neuer ceaſed to gine " 
thankes.they alwayes greatly retopced, Þ 
tos that they were afflicted with all mas 
ner of puniſhmentes, foꝛ Chꝛiſte His ſake, 
There was in them ſuche Pprightetee 
of heart, ſuehe mode ſtie, fuche vertne; | 
that Whatſoveuer they ſayde ', others 
were aſhamed to ſpeake agaynſt tt. Enen 
ſd bꝛetheren our life oughtrd Hyne, that 
as oft as we ſpeake, wee mays ſeeme to 
ſpeake the woꝛdes ol GD D. Foz we 
are the Falte of the earth, wer are the 
lighte of the woꝛlde, wee are that Ci⸗ 
tie ſet vpon the Hill, all mens eyes are 
faſtned on vs, Whatſoeuer we do, ſtraighte 
waye example is taken to doe the like. 
It is a burden of greate diſſicultye and 
weighte that wee haue taken vppon vs.
